London, Sept 21.—The Daily Mali’s 
correspondent 
at 
Sofia telegraphs: 
“One of the rev olutionary chiefs has 
Informed me that the rev olutionists are 
massing thousands of men at v arious 
points on the frontier and their lab­ 
oratories are working incessantly to 
replenish their stock of bombs and ex­ 
plosiv es. They do not count much on 
war between Turkey and Bulgaria, 
but on the day they hear that the 
meeting between the czar and Emper­ 
or Francis Joseph has not had the de­ 
sired result for Macedonia, the world 
will witness the beginning of massa­ 
cres. burnings and destruction com­ 
pared with whica the Turkish atroci­ 
ties will seem child’s play. The ban­ 
ner of rev olution, my informant says, 
will be unfurled in all the border dis­ 
tricts. Ev ery city and v illage, wheth­ 
er the Inhabitants are friends or foes, 
will be destroyed, and such a state of 
anarchy will be caused that the Turks 
will Htep out v oluntarily and leav e 
the country to the Macedonian surv i­ 
v ors. 
We hav e selected the frontier 
districts for those final operations so 
that Europe may hear the despairing 
cries of the dying nation which the 
Turks would stifle." 


A QUESTION OF STATE 


Bulgaria Now Busy Explaining Just 
What She Meant. 
Sofia. Bulgaria, Sept 21.—-Some ap­ 
prehension hav ing apparently been 
created owing to a misunderstanding 
regarding the precise meaning of Bul­ 
garia's last note to the powers, ex­ 
planations hav e been giv en to some 
diplomatic agents here that the mem­ 
orandum was not intended as an ulti­ 
matum, but was rather in the nature 
of an appeal for the interv ention of 
the great powers before that inter­ 
v ention should be too late. 
The Bul­ 
garian ministry, it was stated, was 
determined to maintain its attitude of 
neutrality up to the last moment, but 
It feels the Impossibility of standing 
by Indefinitely while the Turks exter­ 
minated 
the Bulgarian element in 
Macedonia. 
The gov ernment's position is ren­ 
dered increasingly difficult by the at­ 
titude of the Macedonian population 
in Bulgaria which, v igorously backed 
up by the rev olutionary committee, is 
persistently endeav oring to force the 
gov ernment’s hand and prov oke hos­ 
tilities with Turkey. 


OFFICIAL SORROW 


Sultan Expresses Regret at Recent 
Occurrences. 
Constantinople, Sept. 21.—In an au­ 
dience with M. Zinov ieff, the Russian 
ambassador, the sultan expressed his 
regret at the excesses committed by 
the Turkish troops in the v ilayets oi 
Monastir and Adrianople. 
He said 
that orders had been sent to the an 
thorities concerned to prev ent their 
repetition, and he gav e the Russian 
ambassador to understand that the 
guilty parties would be punished. 
The 
German 
ambassador. 
Baron 
Marschali Von Bteberstein. also had 
an aieiience with 
the sultan, who 
showed himself most optimistic. The 
latter declared that the insurrection 
WSH drawing to a close. 
In fact, it 
bad already been suppressed in some 
districts, and the port# would thero 
fore Immediately issue proclamations 
announcing the resumption of the ap 
plication of the reform schema. 


UNFAVORABLE REPLIES 


Austria ami Russia Pour Cold W ater 
On Bulgarian Hopes anti Other 
Powers Are Silent. 


Various Reports In Circulation 
R e ­ 
garding Negotiations Bet wet-n 
Bulgaria and Turkey. 


Sofia. Sept. 22.—The unfav orable re­ 
plies of Austria and Russia to Bulga­ 
ria's last note and the fact that none 
of the other great powers has yet re­ 
plied, coupled with the allegations 
that one of the powers is encouraging 
the military party at Yildiz Kiosk, 
tend to create a less hopeful feeling 
here. 
There is, howev e’r, no percep­ 
tible change in the situation. Various 
reports are in circulation regarding 
negotiations between Turkey and Bul­ 
garia looking to a solution of the Mac­ 
edonian difficulty, 
The Anev nik says Turkey has pre­ 
sented a note to Bulgaria asking for 
the latter’s assistance in reaching a 
peaceable solution. 
Bulgaria replied 
that Turkey must end the massacres 


withdraw her frontier force*, guaran­ 
tee peace and protection to the 
Tillar 
I gem desiring to return to their homes, 
amnesty the political offenders and in­ 
troduce such gov ernmental reforms as 
will pacify Macedonia and Adrianople, 
The Bulgarian reply concluded: 
“If 
the present situation continues the 
Bulgarian gov ernment will be com­ 
pelled to yield to public opinion and 
send an army to th© frontier.” 
It appears doubtful that the gov ern­ 
ment has sent such an answer, but 
the statement published represents in 
some degree the gov ernment’s atti­ 
tude. 
According to information re­ 
ceiv ed at rev olutionary headquarters 
from Monastir, 120 persons perished in 
the flames of their burning v illages 
near Kastoria. More than 1,200 bodies 
of women and children are said to bs 
lying unburied in the fields and on 
the roadsides around that place.

TURKEY DEFENDED 


President Harper Says Sultan Is No! 
As Black as Painted. 
Chicago, Sept. 22.—“The Turk does 
not deserv e all the opprobrium that 
has been thrown upon him.” 
This 
statement was made by President 
William R. Harper of the Univ ersity 
of Chicago, in telling of his experi­ 
ences in Constantinople, where he 
went for the purpose of securing a 
firman giv ing the univ ersity the right 
to excav ate th* ruins of ancient cities 
in the neighborhood of ancient Baby 
Ion. 
“The Turks hav e receiv ed much un­ 
just abuse.’’ continued Dr. Harper 
“We are accustomed 
to think that 
Turkey has made no progress. 
If we 
compare the conditions in Turkey to 
day with those which existed twenty 
nine years ago, when Abdul Hamid 
came to the throne, it is found that 
the progress made Is amazing.”

Philadelphia, 
Sept 19 .—Ov er ten 
thousand persons attended last night's 
session of the Negro Baptist conv en­ 
tion at the national exposition build­ 
ing and listened to addresses by Book­ 
er T. Washington and Rev . Dr. Dean 
Richmond Babbitt of New York. 
Mr, Washington addresed himself 
to the church delegates, and in the 
course of his speech said: “In a large 
degree the negro minister during the 
last twenty-flv e or thirty years, has 
been the preserv er of peace and har­ 
mony between the races. But for the 
forebearance and patience and the 
gentle tact of 
the negro minister 
many race riots would hav e occurred 
in our country. 
“In a peculiar sense you will find 
more and more that it will become the 
duty of the negro minister to take the 
unpopular side of many public ques­ 
tions, What we need In an increasing 
degree is that kind of leadership in 
the pulpit that is willing to stand ad­ 
v erse criticism, to be misunderstood 
and ev en abused, for the sake of the 
light. 
Our people do not need flat 
tery; much as they need facts. 
“You will find one of the problems 
that la going to press more seriously 
upon you for solution in the near fu­ 
ture than in the past is the one of 
employment for our people, especially 
in Northern cities. We can only hold 
our own in the world of labor and in­ 
dustry by teaching our people to do 
a thing as well as anybody else, by 
teaching them to perform common la 
bor in an uncommon manner. 
We 
cannot hold our own In the labor 
world unless we are constantly taking 
adv antage of ev ery opportunity to im­ 
prov e ourselv es.” 
"Bishop Chandler of Georgia, struck 
in my opinion, the heart of the race 
question a tew days ago when he said 
that each race should try to correct 
the ev ils among Its own people, and 
that the white race should cease abus­ 
ing the negro at long range and that 
the negro at the same time should 
cease his cross-fire at tho white man* 
It will be to our interest in ev ery 
manly, straightforward manner to cub 
tiv ate the friendship of people among 
whom we liv e.” 
Rev . Dr. Babbitt deliv ered a lecture 
on “The Negro and the* Nation.” 
He 
contended that the real negro ques­ 
tion before America is to giv e the ne­ 
gro the highest possible dev elopmnt 
of American manhood. 
He said that 
v oluntary, economic, industrial 
per 
suasiv e transplantation from the con­ 
gested and illiterate black belts of 
the South to the regions of the North 
and West should be Immediately at­ 
tempted 
and slowly, systematically 
carried on. Some of the practical and 
speedy benefits to the Illiterate, super 
stitious and morally inadequate ne­ 
groes of the congested black belts, he 
said, would be their rearing, moral 
and Intellectual expansion and general 
uplifting in the different and better 
industrial and educational conditions 
of the North. 
The North ought not 
to object, for this, he said, is truly a 
national problem and not a sectional 
one. 


Subject of Negotiations. 
London. Sept. 22.—The question of 
the support of the Nationalist party 
for the new fiscal policy of retaliation 
is said to be the subject of negotia­ 
tions between the gov ernment and the 
Irish leaders. It Is rumored that Chief 
Irish Secretary Wyndham la offering 
a concession in the shape of a Roman 
Catholic college at Dublin, while the 
Nationalists on the other hand, ara 
demanding a measure of local self­ 
gov ernment as the price of their sup­ 
port. 
It appears clear that the Na- J 
Homilists intended to use the cabinet 
crisis as a lev er.
